The plots sown and cared IV •* 
by the agents were nil ui a very 
i order of neatness and 
cleanliness, and drew most fav¬ 
orable comment from the Gov¬ 
ernment Agriculturists. 

The actual work of analyzing 
and classifying the thousands 
of farmers’ samples, eaen sara- 
plerespe resenting a field of 
wheat, is done by competent 
professional cerealists and plant 
life which breeders, whose services aie 
kindly made available year after 
yea r to the Crop Testing Plan 
by the Dominion and Provincial 
Departments of Agricluture by 
the Universities, and Schools of 
Agriculture. 

These agricultural authorit¬ 
ies at the various Field Days 
unanimously commented on the 
tine behaviour of the now rust 
resistant varieties. Thatcher, 
Renown, Apex and Regent. At 
a number of the plots still new¬ 
er rust resistant varieties were 
shown, which have recently been 
originated by our Canud’a. 
Rust Research Labour ory, and 
which new varieties are still un¬ 
der test. Out of this new mater 
ial the Government plant breed¬ 
ers state they hope to find an 
even better rust resistant var¬ 
iety than any no w available, al¬ 
though those licensed ard now' 
in use are, judged by any stan l- 
ard, quiite first class varieties. 

In addition to russ resistant 
wheats, new and superior varic • 
ties of oats, barleys and of earl- 
iier maturing wheats, all still in 
the making and still under test 
by the Dominion Experimental 
Farms, the Rust Research Lao- 
oratory and Universties, were 
shown and attracted much fav¬ 
orable and comment and in¬ 
terest. 

The Crop Testing Plan plot> 
included one of the newer Am¬ 
erican rust resistant wheats, 
Tilot. This variety, unfortunat¬ 
ely. under our prairie conditons. 
developed a decidedly weak 
straw and so is considered un¬ 
suitable fo r us e in Canada, and, 
therefore, has not reeived a 
Canadia n license. 

Never before were quite so 
man.* fanners so keenly inter¬ 
ested, it seems, in endeavoring 
to use the best varieties as ra- 
(ommended by the Government 
Authorities. It was very evi¬ 
dent that farmers are now real¬ 
izing that onl yby the use of a 
recommended variety, and by 
tile production of a crop of that 
variety in a reasonably pure 
state, * can they hope t 0 obtain 
the full money returns that all 
their work of wheat production 
warrants. It is evident, how¬ 
ever. that there are thousands 
of farmers who can still be as¬ 
sisted to secure higher returns 
from their farming operations 
than the v are now receiving.

AUTUMN TIPS 

FOR MOTORISTS 

1. Because of earlier darknesr-*, 
accidents involving motor ve¬ 
hicles increase greatly in Sep¬ 
tember and October over July 
and August. Make sure head 
lights are properly focussed and 
burning brightly. Reflectors 
should be cleaned and dim bulbs 
replaced. Be sure and long

Many 
cases of freeze-up, causing cost¬ 
ly repairs, are due to motorists 
thinking they were protected. 
But boil-away types of anti¬ 
freezes evaporate on warm day*, 
leaving the radiator not sultic- 
iently protected when cold wea¬ 
ther comes again. The perman¬ 
ent type of anti-freeze keeps at 
full strength all winter long. A 
popular brand has been consid¬ 
erably reduced in price this 
Autumn. 

4. Old, worn tires are danger¬ 
ous an lainy Autumn days and 
particularly on icy pavements. 
For safetys sake they should 
he replaced now. 

5. Nothing cuts down a car’s 
efficiency more than a rust-clog 
ged corroded cooling system. 
Formerly it was a long expens¬ 
ive p:ocess to clean it out by 
acivls but garages now report 
a simple, three-step cleaning 
process winch dees the work in 
half an hour at low cod. After 
'.gv>rg the cooling ays* cm; Jin < 
ed. be sure and use an anti¬ 
freeze which contains special 
rust inhibitors.
